The  Conference  was  opened  by  singing  and  prayer,  by  Elder  James  Stones. 

Elder  Savage  then  called  on  tbe  President  of  the  Brancbes  for  the  represen- 
tation. 

The  Treasurer  was  called  on,  to  give  in  the  amount  received  for  the  building 
of  the  Temple  of  the  Lord,  when  £16  8s.  lid.,  and  £5  by  one  Sister,  also  £5  5s. 
from  another  Sister,  was  paid  in. 

The  Treasurer  was  then  called  on  for  the  amount  for  Perpetual  Emigration 
Fund,  when  £7  2s.  5£d.  was  handed  in.

AFTERNOON  MEETING. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  singing  and  prayer,  by  Elder  Henry 
Savage.

Elder  Savage  then  arose,  and  said,  I  am  glad  to  hear  so  good  a  report  of  the 
different  Branches  ;  I  advise  them  to  be  fathful,  diligent,  and  united,  that  the 
work  of  the  Lord  may  roll  on.  T  want  every  president  to  understand  it  is  his 
duty  to  look  over  the  stock  of  Book  Agents  every  month,  and  the  money  trans- 
mitted to  the  general  Agent;  I  want  it,  also,  to  he  understood  that  every  Branch 
is  responsible  for  the  debts  of  their  Agent,  if  any,  and,  unless  their  money  be 
remitted  once  per  month,  they  will  be  allowed  no  more  Stars  or  Books,  as  there 
are  now  several  Book  Agents  deficient  in  their  accounts.  I  say  it  is  wrong  in 
them  to  use  the  money  for  any  purrJose,  as  it  is  not  theirs ;  and,  unless  they 
make  an  effort  to  refund  the  same,  they  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  church.  (A 
Letter  was  then  read  upon  the  subject  from  president  Franklin  D.  Richards.) 

The  following  resolutions  were  put  to  the  meeting,  and  adpoted  : — 

1st. — That  we  acknowledge  and  sustain  Brigham  Young  as  President  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  all  the  world;  and  Herber  C. 
Kimball  and  Wiilard  Richards  as  his  counsellors. 

2nd. — That  we  uphold  and  sustain  the  Twelve  Apostles  as  the  travelling  High 
Council  in  all  the  world. 

3rd. — That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Franklin  D.  Richards  as  President  of  the 
British  Isle ;  and  G.  B.  Wallice  and  Levi  Richards  as  his  counsellors. 

4th. — That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Elder  Henry  Savage  as  President  of  the 
Nottinghamshire  Conference. 

5th.  That  a  collection  be  taken  up  on  the  first  Sunday  in  May  in  every  Branch, 
towards  the  Five  Pounds  due  to  Sheffield  Conference. 

6th. — That  a  collection  be  taken  up  at  this  meeting  to  defray  Elder  Savage's 
expenses  to  the  Conference  at  London. 

7th. — That  we  adjourn  till  half-past  Six  in  the  Evening. 

EVENING  MEETING. 

Opened  by  singing,  and  prayer  from  Elder  John  Pimm. 

The  following  resolutions  were  put  and  adopted  :  — 

1st. — That  Bulwell  be  organised  into  a  Branch. — That  Elder  A.  Vickers  preside 
over;   and  Elder  W.  Clayton  labour  at  Bulwell. 

2nd. — That  Basford  be  organised  into  a  Branch. — That  Elder  J.  Bryan  preside 
over;  and  Elder  C.  Astle  labour  at  Basford. 

•3rd. — That  Elder  Enoch  Stones  preside  over  Hyson  Green  Branch. 

Elder  Jefford  was  called  to  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship,  he  arose,  and 
said,  I  believe  the  time  is  come  for  a  good  work  to  be  done  in  the  vicinity  where 
I  have  been  labouring ;  I  meet  with  a  little  opposition,  but  the  people  seem 
anxious  to  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  I  believe  the  work  will  roll  forth, 
which  is  my  prayer,  Amen. 

Elder  Savage  made  a  few  impressive  remarks,  and  was  followed  by  Elder 
John  Wigley,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  till  the  2?th  June,  1853. 
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
